l_Out  of  Town  Call 
We  have  had  some  meetings  during  the  year  with 
good  attendance.  There  have  been  three  more  hydrants 
installed  this  year. 

We  used  a  hydrant  for  the  first  time  this  year  on 
a  major  house  fire  and  it  proved  to  be  a  great  asset  in 
providing  water  when  we  need  it.  We  purchased  900 
feet  of  hose  this  year,  also  six  new  coats  and  six  pairs 
of  boots.  We  had  to  replace  the  fog  nozzle  on  the  Chev- 
rolet Truck. 

We  have  had  numerous  calls  to  burn  grass  and 
more  and  more  each  year.  It  was  not  possible  to  burn 
all  the  grass  which  we  were  called  on  to  burn  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  There  are  only  a  few  nights  during 
the  spring  when  the  grass  can  be  burned  readily  and 
safely.  It  is  difficult  to  hire  men  to  work  when  the 
time  is  right  for  burning.  I  would  urge  you  to  have  the 
grass  around  your  buildings  cut  when  there  are  acres 
of  it  as  the  fire  department  can  only  do  so  much  burn- 
ing. We  will  continue  to  burn  the  areas  around  the 
village  and  certain  other  of  the  more  hazardous  spots. 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  taxpayers  of  Monroe  for 
providing  the  excellent  buildings  and  equipment  with 
which  the  fire  department  has  to  work.  It  is  indeed 
most  commendable  to  a  town  of  this  size  to  have  a 
department  such  as  ours.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  & 

DISTRICT  CHIEF 

New  Hampshire  is  the  fastest  growing  state  in  the 
northeast  in  terms  of  population  increase.  It  is  also 
an  industrialized  state  and  this  growth  is  likely  to 
continue,  all  of  which  means  more  families  and 
homes.  Our  growing  summer  population  is  scattered 
throughout  the  state  with  a  phenomenal  increase  in 
vacation  homes. 

Many  new  homes  and  practically  all  cottages  are 
being  located  in  woodlands  and  abandoned  fields  and 
forests  crowd  into  the  back  yards  of  our  village 
streets.  In  a  state  where  the  forests  cover  86%  of  the 
land  surface,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware 
all  through  the  season,  which  comes  with  the  disap- 
pearance of  the  snow  until  the  snow  comes  again,  of 
the  need  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire 
sources. 

The  following  action  will  help : 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material 
from  a  car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or 
woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the 
town  dump.  If  you  must  burn — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town 
fire  warden  for  all  debris  burning  except 
when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  Cook- 
ing fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in  charcoal 
brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  permitted 
on  notification  of  the  warden. 


4. 
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b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  al- 
low burning  of  household  rubbish  on  grass 
by  householders  between  9:00  A.M.  and 
5:00  P.M. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire 
before  you  light  the  match. 

Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your 
fire  warden  or  fire  department.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENTS  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  annual 
reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superin- 
tendent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorat- 
ed among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on 
the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on 
the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  schools 
for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30.  The  Super- 
intendent of  Supervisory  Union  #23,  during  1968-1969, 
will  receive  a  salary  of  $14,000.00,  which  is  made  up  as 
follows:  $3,500.00  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education  and  $10,500.00  prorated  among  the  sever- 
al school  districts.  Allowance  of  $1,500.00  for  travel 
within  the  Union  is  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

All  screening  hearing  and  vision  tests  were  com- 
pleted. When  defects  were  found,  written  notices  were 
sent  to  parents  for  follow-up  care.  Vision  tests  are 
given  each  pupil  annually.  Hearing  tests  are  done  in 
Grades  1-4-8.  All  new  pupils  and  any  pupils  having 
trouble  hearing  are  also  tested.  All  pupils  are  weighed 
and  measured  annually. 

Seventeen  pupils  received  Tetanus  and  Diphtheria 
Boosters  in  school.  Each  year  pupils  in  Grades  1-4-8 
have  an  opportunity  to  get  the  Tetanus  Boosters. 

All  first  grade  pupils  were  given  the  Tuberculin  Skin 
Test.  This  program  is  sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  testing  materials  are  furnished  by  them. 

On  February  22,  Dr.  Jamback  visited  the  pupils  in 
Grade  3  and  talked  with  them  about  good  dental  care. 
The  Crest  Kits  were  distributed  to  each  3rd  grader  and 
proper  tooth  brushing  was  demonstrated. 

March  28,  1968,  Mrs.  Stark,  Dental  Hygienist, 
brought  a  special  dental  program  to  all  grades. 

During. the  year  I  attended  the  following  professional 
meetings : 

November  6  and  13,  1967,  Seminar  at  Concord,  N.H. 
with  Dr.  Riggs  (Child  Guidance  Clinics). 
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November  9,  1967,  Nurses'  Meeting  at  Concord  Tech 
Institute. 

January  23  and  February  27,  1968,  Meeting  with 
staff  members  at  Littleton  Community  Services 
Center. 

February  6,  1968,  attended  a  "Careers"  Program  at 
Whitefield  Regional  School. 

I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Choate,  Mr.  Mullen,  Mr.  Fagnant, 
Miss  Pushee  and  the  staff,  parents  and  pupils  for  their 
continued  interest  and  cooperation  in  the  school  Health 
Program.  I  also  appreciate  the  courtesy  of  lunch  at  the 
school  whenever  I  am  working  there  at  noon.
